Principles are ſuch, That they 
value neither thezr Word, Promiſe, Vows, Oaths, nor Sacraments, but afl their: ſtrongeſt Engazements are 
lighter thas the very Breath that miters them. Next, That they ſo little Conſult either their Repura- 
7:08 or Glory, that there is not the moſt AbjeCt Thing, that even Crown'd Heads themſelves ſhall not un- 
dertake, when Rome, or Romes Intereſt ſhall command. ' And Laſtly, That the puting all this Barba- 
rity into Execution, zs ſo highly Meritorious in the Romiſh Church, that the Pope will andoubteadly aſſign 
him no Common Diadem'in Paradice for this Undertaking. But upon his Remiſsneſs or Tenderneſs in 
this Point, bethander him with ſo many Carſes and Anathtma's, as, an Unaxtiful, Vnattive Son of 
Holy Mother Church, a Scandal to her Glory, a Traytor to her Intereft, a Deſerter of her Cauſe; One 
while accuſing the Lukewarmneſs of his Religion ; another while, the Puſullanimity of his Nature, 8c, till 
in ſhort, To | an a Fag get in Smithfield, £ does little leſs than walk upon Burning Irons himſelf. | 

But how is it likely, that Romes continual Buks (as the Charatter fancies) ſhall Bellow ſo loud againſt 
a Popiſh Succeſſor for ſparing a Faggot in Smithfield, when under the Infamy and Execration of 1o 
Thrannick a Wurderer (for what in Queen Afaries days was the Sentence of J»ftice, and. the. Legal 
Execution of the Law,' mnft now be the higheſt S#bver/ſion of /#ſtice, and Abrogation of Taw ) he 
muſt expeſchinſclf to the whole World as 4 greater @onftex than NERO; fo much a greater 
than Fe, as Nero's Barbarities were committed under the Jgnorance and Darkneſs of Inftdeiity 
and Paganiſm, and this Mans Aſaraers and Butcheries under the Light of the Goſpel : Nay, the 
terrible Burning, Broyling,”and Roaſting denounced in the Charatter, with the Hearing of Popifb fiery 
Furnaces like Nebuchadnezars ſeven times Hotter than ordinary, with all the reſt of the Romantich 
Popiſh Throat-cutting, will be ten times worſe from a Popiſh Succeſſor than the whole Ten Primitive 
Chriftian Perſec#tzons. For a Nero, Caligula, Domitian, and the reſt of them, as they had the Law 
in their own Breath, and a Sic volo, fic jubeo, was as much Axthentich in old Heathen Reme, as an 
AT of Parliament 1n little England ; and conſequently, how Barbaroxs ſocver the Chriſtian Perſe- 
cution Was, Yet it had the Face of Lew, as being the Edict of the Adſolute Pzince. and thereby the 
Ordinance of the very Government. Bnr ſuch a Scheme of Crxe/ty here, as being beyond the 
Reach'of the Perogative, and notoriouſly contrary is the Eftabliſb'd Conftirution of the Kingdom, 
would, Ipſo fatto, be Ten Ties niore dreadfully Flagitions , as "iis the higheſt Yzolation of Law, 
and D:ſol«tiox of Government. And whatever Opinion the noyſic Fools of Mankind may have Im- 
bibed of Peſpuitiſme,. Papiſme, and all the Chimerical Terrours from Rome, how can that very Rome (if 
it pretends but to ChriZtianity) that has Canoniz'd ſo many of thofe Suffering Primitive Aartyrs, 
at the ſame time- likewiſe make Sams of really Worſe onfters amongfit & bemſeives than the 
very -Heathen Butchers of thoſe very Martyrs. 

Tis truc _1nquijition-Henſes, Lollards-Towers, and the Cruelty of Fire and Faggor we know have 
been frequent: bur all this while they were never Erefted by Standing ARMIES, Arbitrary 
CUT-THROATS, nor Military EXECUTION, but Eftablifſh'd by the Leniflatibe Power 
of the Reſpetive Governments that uſed them, and conſequently Introduced with the Solemn In- 
ftirntion of Zaw, as a neceflary Support of the Community : Neither has it been a Pradtice ſingular 
only to che Papiſts, to ſecure the Eftabliſh'd Religion, and thereby the Peace of the Civil Govern- 
ment by Capital Puniſhments, when the Pzoteſtant Government has done the like. 
| For Example, does not the Charater inftance two ſeveral Adts of Parliament; one of Queen 
Elizabeth, in which, not only the Popiſh Prieſts, 7/4! ſpall have taken Orders from Rome, and aftey- 
wards Return. to England, but likewiſe all Perſons withdrawn by thews from the Preteftant Religion 
Efſtablifh'd, to" Reconciliation to the Church of Rome, are Equally Gmilty of High-Treaſon, and to 
ſuffer as in Caſes of Treaſon---- And a Second Att of Henry the VIII, In which the Aefufal of the 
Oath of Henery's, Supretbacy 51 Renunciation of the Pope, was alſo made High-Treaſon. 

Now if every Papift in E»g/ana, withont lifting a ZZaxd, uttering a Wora, or imagining the leaft 
Diſloyal Thoxght againſt his Lawful Soveraign, his Crown and Dignity, or againft the Peace of 
the Nation where he's a Subjeet, yet neverthelefs our of a point of Conſcience and meer matter of 

* Faith, cannot be'induced to believe a Temporal! Prince capable of being Head of 4 Church, but is 
Invincibly perſwaded (how Erronious ſoever ) that the Pope is Peters undoubted Succeffoz, and 
Chrifts unqueftioned Wicar upon Earth, and cannot, without hazard of his Sox/, ſo much as con- 
ſent to acknowledge otherwiſe ; yet notwithſtanding, by the Pzoreftant Laws of the Land, this In- 
vincible Perfwaſion, without any other Crime, is Interpreted High-Treaſon, and Punith'd as ſuch. 
Now I fay, in this caſe, what wonderous Difference is there between the Rigour of a Popifh or a Þ2zn- 
teftant Conftitution ?

Laws, but only to ſatisfie the Miſtaken Part of Mankind, that all ſuch Judicial Severiries 
inder the Government of both Religions have been introduced by the moſt Awful and Sacred 
Authority,of the rightful £aw-2akers of.the' Nations, and conſequently in the Engliſh Conſtituri- 
0, aot only the King's, but the People's As and Decres-; and fo to convince them of the wnreaſo- 
nbleneſs of that ſenſeleſs Surmiſe, that upon the Admiſſion of a:-popiſh Succeſſour, all the foremen- 
tioned Cfucl.jes, though without any . ſuch, InduCtion; 'of Law ( and conſequently, with all 
the Tnjuſtice, Rapine, and Cold-blooded Murder, even to that formal Solemnity of: Butchery, thar 
humane Imagination would tremble at) »z«/} and ſhall be introduced. © For alas ! how ridiculouſly 
ext1avigant mult thoſe Fears be, that can addle Men*s'Senſes into a Dread of that prodigrous Stroke 
from Popary, that was never grven to it ſince the Creation.

owever for once let us ſuppoſe the, Dew and Pope as familiar together as ever they were: 
painted. ata Queen Elizabeth's Night, and that this Ge/ obama were really the Dottrine of 
his pretended /nfall:bility, and this Bloody Mandate to a popiſh Succeſſour the ſpecial Editt of the 
whole CONSISTO RY, what would the Execution of that fandate make towards the Growth 
or Advancement of Popery ? God knows, ſo far from promoting the Romiſh Religion, that poſſibly 
there wants but that one Attempt to ſhame it almoſt out of the World. 
For in the firſt place,*tis ſo far from.a way or means tg Convere even one Soul in England, that 
tis, the only Courſe to increaſe their Abhorrence and Execyation of that Religion, and bring the very 
THOUGHT of Popery even below Damnation, ': >Twould no more make Converts to Rome, 
than the old Heathen Caldrons and Grzdirons to Paganilme: For as the greateſt prejudice of Eng- 
lſhmen againſt Popery lyes in their Horrour of the; Craplezes. of it : fo conſequently nothing can 
contribute to the Advancement of it but'the Clemeney and Mercy of its Profeſſours to reconcile us 
even into meer Charity with them : whilſt the; Exerciſing of the forcmentioned unexampled Barba- 
riti-s would make us fall from our preſent 1Z Op:n107 of Popery as a Comupted Church, to believe it 
1no-Church at all, but rather an Aſdc:ation of Ponlters; and a Den of Cannibals and Tyxers : and 
the greateſt Operation ſuch a7precedented Cruelty could meet, were at beſt but to fright the fright- 
ed People into a ſuperficial, counterfit Complyance, and make them Temporzze a little, only to com- 
pound for their Lives ; yet that Temporizing under ſo YVilanous a Perſecution, would be ſo far from a 
True Converſion, or any thing like it, that. they?d only play the, H:gheſt of Hypocrires, come perhaps 
Mas to mutter Curſes inſtead of Ave- Marys z or be hunted into the Popiſh Feld, only to pray 
for a favourable Opportunity of having a pull at the Throats of the Wolves thet dreve them thither.

And that this would be the Infallible Conſequence of all ſuch Barbarous Popiſh Meaſures : they 
that will but look back to the Annals of Queen Mary, will find Hiſtorians telling vs, That nothing 
ſo much advanced the Reformativy as the Miſtaken Conduct of Queen Mary and her bloody Counſel- 
lers in that point. And Dr. Burner expreſly aſlures us, That the whole Body of the Nation grew 
to diſlike the Cruelty of Rome | Abridg. Book the 34. Pag. 275.7] to that degree, that the popiſh 

Biſhops for their Apology threw it off from Themſelves, and openly laid it on the King's and Queens 
Commanas ; inſomuch that King Phillip, for his Excuſe, made his Confeſſour preach a Sermon at Court 
againſt the taking of people”s Lives for their Opinions in Religion, and inveighed againſt the Biſhops 
for doing it.

For wherein was King Richard's Crime fo' great ? (1 mean, as to the people ) Tis true, he 
Moynted the Throxe by the moſt Inhumane of Afwrders. And from that only Grievance proceeded 
the Defe&#on of his Souldzers, that coſt him his Life and Empire. Bur ſtill, that was not half ſo 
great anIncentive to his Revolring Subjebts, as the forementioned Barbaritics of a popiſh Tyrant now. 
For though he was ſo deeply ſtain'd in Royal Blood, yet that was not ſo nearly telt by the people.as 
a Romiſh-Tyrants cutting his Swbjelts Throats 'would be, by reaſon that Ergliſh-ren have ever a 
greater Tenderneſs.of Themſtlves than their Princes. Beſides, whatever Wrong he had done ta 
the Royal Family, never had Prince more endeared himſelf ( or endeavoured it, at leaſt) than he 
to his people. For Baker gives this Account of him, That Age che Crown by peſtilent Conrſes, 
be ſought to Eftabliſh ir by Wholeſoine Laws : for in no King's Reign were ever better Laws made, 
for the Eaſe and Solace of the people, or more Immunities granted to the SubjetF. Nor was there any 
thing of Religious Difference in his Caſe ( Religion, that the Charatter tells you, ſers all Nations is 
a Flame )) For Richard and his Souldiers were of One Church; and fo no part of the people's Hatred 
(as in' the Caſe of popery now') ror any part of the Coals was blown up from thar 
Wind. Yet, if under no Dapger to Religion and Liberties, no Approach nor Apprehenſion of Tyran- 
ny and Slavery, nevertheleſs his parricides alone outweighed all other Merits, and their Hatred 
of Richard only on that Score, could turn his Subjects Swords againſt his own Breaſt; how much 
more violent an Averſion will the Zarred of a popiſh Tyrant, both for his Religion and his Cauſe t0-

that can believe the greateſt lying Miracle in a Romiſh Legend, will never truſt to Afiracles. in a 
Romiſh Battalia, And were a Popith Succeſſour in his Nature ten times, if poſſible, a Bloodyer- 

minded Tyrant than the very Charattey has ſhaped him, if he wants Humane Strength to enſlave us, 
let us not ſuſpect his relying on Divine or Inferna! Aſſiſtance, the Ayd of Angels or Devils to help

And truly when a popiſh Succeſſour ſhall ſeriouſly conſider the Temper of the Head-ffrong Eng-

Though I confeſs, for allthis terrible Oarhbreaksng, the two Inſtances recited in the Charaer to 
prove this univerſal popiſh Infidelity are poſſibly the Jbleſt chat a Man could wiſh to meet with. 
The Firſt of them is Queen Mary*s Breach of Promiſe of their Quiet Exerciſe of the Proteſtant 
Religion, made to the Norfolk and S»yfolk Inhabitants that mounted her to her Throxe, which I ac- 
knowledge was both «nzratefully, and in the higheſt degree diſhonourably done ; yet when truly 
weighed, is far from any thing ofthat damnable Law-breaking popifh Perjary that the Charattor 
all along endeavours to blacken all Romiſh Princes with; that on the contrary, though ris _ 
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ſhe broke her Promiſe given to Capitulating Rebels ; for the Norfolkand Suffolk Inhabitants were 
indeed little berrer ; for as their utmoſt Endeavotirs of ſetting their Lawful Soveraign vpon het 
Throne, was their abſolute indiſpenſible Duty, whatever her Requital might be, yet the Chrenicle 
tells us they refus?d the Queen any Aſſiſtance whatever till they had firſt condition'd with her, and 
extorted that Promiſe from her. And if nevertheleſs ſhe broke that Promiſe afterwards with them; 
here was no 1yrannick Cruelty exerciſed, nor any Coronation Oath Vidlated, when ſhe only burnt 
them by Law ; and as her Coronation Oath obliged her to rule by Law, *twas only her 45forrune to 
b< lieve the Equity of that Sanguinary Law, and accordingly, to att by it, and conſequently, their

The 24. Inſtance of a Cerrasz: Gentleman on the Other ſide the Water, that once took the Sacrament 
never to invade Flanders; which fince he hath ſo notoriouſly broken: and the Inference from thence; 
that a popith Succefſlour will much more break al! Oaths, for the meritorious Propagation of his Relt? 
gion, when a popith Prince has violated even Sacraments themlelves for his irregular, unjuſt:fyable 
Ambition; is ſo impertinently urg:d, that nothing can be leſs to the Purpoſe. For that Gentles 
man's Breach of his Sacramentary Oath is nc Sin of the papiſt, but the Man, not a Principle of his

But to find a betrer Example of Popiſh Perfiay than the CharaFer affords, T acknowledge the hor- 
rid and moſt barbarows Jnfidelity of Charles the 9th, of France. and the Impious and Execrable Maſ- 
ſacre of the French Proteſtants by that Inhumane and Treacherous Monarch*'s Machinations : which 
Davilas, an Hiſtorian of his own Church deſcribes with Dereftation, and which all Relicions muſt re- 
member with #orroxr - but at the ſame time, to do Juſtice likewiſe to the Hugoner Guilt, all good 
Men ought to reflect on the three Hugonr Rebellions in his Reign ( though whatever their Provo- 
cation were ) as wholly azaltowable by che Laws of God; and their Daylight Bloodſbed ſuch a Blot 
in a Chriſtian Scutcheon, which nothing buc the others Midnight 24araers could excced; and poſſi- 
bly choſe Rebellions no ſmall /zcentive ro that Diabolical Aſſaſſination.

and which nothing but Exemplary Penitence could «trone, {0 the Maſſacring Spirit of Charles the 
9th. when rightly ſcand, will uut be tound ſo, Canonizing a Qualification in a Romaniſt, as the 


World /u/petts it. 


For if ic were really that Signally Meritorious Principle of Popery, how comes it about that there's 
ſo few Popiſh Champions in ſo Yoly a Popiſh War ? For to inſtance the Prices of the Romaniſts it 
all Kinzdoms, and all Ages fiace the Retormation. In the firſt place, in France ( as Dr. Burnet in 
his Preface to his Rights of Princes aſſures us ) the Hugmmors enjoyed their Liberties, and the pub- 
lick unmoleſted Toleratien of their Worſvip for ſeveral . King's Reigns together ; nay. and what's 

articularly remarkable, th: Edicts that confirn*d that Toleration were granted all by popiſh Kings 
and a Majotity of Papſts in Parliamency a Favour which was never granted to the Papiſts by any 
proteſtant Parl:ament whatever ſince The firſt Eſtabliſhment of the Reformation in Exolarnd; Nor is 
this popiſh Good Nature pecviiar only to the French Climate, when ſo many of the Principalicies of 
Germany, and of the Cantons in Switzerland, where Popery is the Church EtabliſiPe, have from Age © 
to Age continued the ſame Tolerarzen of the Reformers in the publick /mpurity of their Perſons and 
Eſtates, and the Exerciſe of their Devotion. Now if Perſecuting and enſlaving of Hereticks, &c, 
were ſo highly meritorious in the pepith C-urch, nay; the very Shibboleth of the popiſh Christianity, 
as the Malice of popiſh CharaFers, and the Prejudice and Fear of Engliſh Fools has repreſented them, 
and that the higheſt of papal Blefſmgs and Seats in Heaven were the promis?'d Reward of ſuch Tran- 
ſcendent Merit ; what unpardonadle ApoZtacy lyes at the Doors of almoſt the whole Body of Papiſts 
through the World, and what Curſes and Anathema's muſt ſnch wflful, ſueh undutiful, and ſuch 
graccleſs Omiſſion of a Dury ſo Obligatory, the Remiſſneſs and Lethatgy of fo many Kingdoms and 
Principalities from ſo many Generations to Generations, deſerved. | | 

But alas! as the Tree is known by the Fruit ; and the Teſt of all Principles and Inclinations ( t 
mean, under 19 Reſtraint ) are their Afions; and as all hoſe popiſh Governments have the popiſh 
Majority and Strength on their fide ; and thereby are 1n a viſible: Capacity of Dppreſling and” Per- 
ſcctiting their weaker Hereiick Subjects ; therefore this general Indulgence and Mercy is an' unan- 
ſerable Argument, that under the POWE R of Tyranny and Cruelty, they manifeſtly want the 
W 1 LL. And whilſt their Lenity and Clemency' ſo much exceeds even that of their Boaſting 
Accuſers, and the Favourable Conceſſion of Romaniſts to Hereticks, outdoes that of Hereticks to 
Them ; the Injuſtice of ſo falſe an Atrainder, and ſo infamous an Impuration is ſuſficiently confront- 
ed from ſuch a Cloud of numerous Examples to the Contrary ; whiPſt it does no more follow, that 
2 Popiſh Succeſſour, by the Tenents of his Church, muſt hold himfelf obliged to be a ſecond Charles 
the geh. or any thing like him ( had he the Abilicy of being ſo ) than that every popiſh Priet muſt 
be a Mariana or a Clements, and every Papsſt a Raviliac. 

So thar if it be true, as the Charater affirms, Thar a popith Succeſſour in England, that keeps Faith 
with Hereticks, and Rules by Law, will be the greateſt Laughing-Steck of the whole World, whilſt all 

Roman Catholick Princes ws deride the Feebleneſs of his Arm, and the Tameneſs of bu Spirit for 
ſparing 4 Fa7gor in Smithfield, &c. - *Tis very {ſtrange that thoſe very Princes ſhould ſo loudly 
exclaim agaialt Him for that very Fax!t in which T - a are five hundred times more criminal

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than He tan be, by reaſon their greater Romiſh Tranſgreſſion ( if it be one ) is ſo much more r- 
excuſable,as T HET have popiſh Dppoxtunity, Strength, Power and Dominjon ro capecitate 
theta for {uch a Perſecution, and the Devil an One of them has HE. _ 

And at the ſame time ( ifit he the Do&rine of Rome) the Pope himſelf too, in ſo extraordinary 
ſeverean ſmpoſition upon an Engliſh Komaniſt, muſt be prodigiouſly partzal, nay, a worſe than 
Egyptian Taskmaſter, to lay ſuch Rigorous Injuntions upon ſo 1mpetent a popith Soveraignty here 
in England, and yet allow ſuch profuſe Deſpenſations, and ſuch exiravagant Latitude to the more 
pIwerful Papiſts through all the World beſide. | 

Now atier this pretended Brittleneſs of either Pzwmiſes Obligations or Daths, let us 
come to the next dreadful Phenomenon of Tyrant and Barbarian in a Popiſh Succeſſour. And thar 
is, that his Zeal for his Church will ſuperſede all the Dictates of Honour and Glory whatever, and 
nothing ſo hozrid or villanous that a Papiſt, though never ſo grear, either Prince or Porentate will 
ſtand our at, when for the Advancement of popery. 

The Intended Proof of this Aſſertion is the very Maſter-ſfroke of the whole CharaFer, Viz. Ver- 
bitim, as follows. .

rill ignobly he plays the Unprincely, nay, Unmanly Hypocrite ſo long, that he ſhelters himſelf under the 
Face of an Atheiſt rs ſhrowd a Papiſt. A Vizor more fit for a Banditto than a Prince. And this 
metninks is ſo wreached and ſa def} picable P1 Diſguiſe, that it locks tike being aſhamed of his 
G OD. 

Now to the Eternal Shame of the Contagious Air of 79, and the moſt Flagitious Depravity of 
that ſzfamous Seaſon; as nothing but the moſt unpardonable Malice encouraged and animated by 
the Licentionſneſs of thoſe Libertine Days could have produced fo exquiſi.e a Maſs of Ranceur ; io 
the Reader is to obſerve that it was exattly Calculared for thar yery Age ?twas written in, an Age 
when all Venome and no Reaſon was in Mode. For firſt, next to the old High Court of Fuſtice, heres 
the moſt Impudent T7:b#nal ſet up, and a Prince moſt audaciouſly Arra:zgr?d, and Sentenced for a 
Downright papilt in his Heart ar the ſame hour he*s a Member of the pyoteſtant Communion, an 
Accuſation beyond the poſſihilicy of Humane power or Knowledge to make proof of, and of which 
only God, that knows the Secrets of Hearts could be Judge. I remember I read of a Tyrant that 
hang'd a Fellow for a Sower Look, as a certain Conviction of a Falſe Heart. But the Charatter 
goes a Bows Shoot beyon:! him, and pretends to Impeach Thoughts, and Adjudge Souls. And 
Though neither the higheſt Scrutiny of Law, or Inqueſt of Humane Reaſon can inſpect any further 
than into Y:ſible Conformity and Ocular Demonſtration : No matter for that, the popiſh Charatter 
can Oui-fadom all Laws, and out-ſee zl Reaſon, to find the vileſt of Dire to throw in the Face of 
Princes, | 

The ſecond Jng'ozious and Mohſtrous Blot in the Princely Scutcheon, as the CharaGer deſigns 
him, is the Being a Papilt, 2nd yet not daring to goto the popiſh Communion, Which by the way, is 
all Szppoſition (till, and no Proof. However, granting the Suppoſition, that he 1s one, docs not the 
Expreſs Law of the Land ſay, That zo papift, ar leaſt, no Native popiſh Subject of England, though 
never ſo Princely Borz, ſhall go tothe popiſh Communion. Yet nevertheleſs, here's a Prince inoſt

But truly to be plain with this ſingle Paragraph in the popiſh Character ( np diſparagzment to 
thereſt of he Libel) no Impartial Reader but would ſwear the Devil hiniſelf could not have crowd- 
ed more Spzgkt and Yirwulence, and leſs Sence into fewer Words; and yet to ſhew the milery of the

Having thus fairly ſtated our Caſe, and proved the Imbecility of our Fears, and the Invalidity of 
the Arguments uſed for the Danger of Popery in England this Rougher way, through Perjury, Bar- 


barity, &c.

There is not any ore 
Calamity that for theſe ſeven laſt years has befalPn the whore popiſh Party, that is not truly owing 
almoſt holly to this S»ſprezon. | | 

And therefore as all the /# Conſequences ( or wozſe ) attending them, are really no more 
than the Pope and all his CounſeHors could in common Reaſon expe(t from a Nation fo extravzzantly 
jealous of Popery ;, whiPIt woful Experience might have remembrantced him bow dangeroms and de- 
ſtructive even a leſs Shadow of popiſh laclinations had been; nothing was more indiſpenſable (1 
mean for the popiſh Intereſt ) ina popith Heir, than «i means of avoiding ſuch Suſpition, nay, polli- 
bly even for his own ſecure Acceſs tothe Thyone. 

"Tis true, ſome ridiculous People have fooliſhly objeted, That the Deſerting of our Communion

publick Declaration : when ?tis notoriouſly known to all the ſenſible part of Mankind, what Adyan- 
Lages of Intells gence and Corre/pondencethe Papiſts have above all Religions intheWorld; when their 
Zeſuites are by the;very Duty of their Order, the > gronenſs Spyes upon Chriſtendom, whilſt the privateft 
Afﬀeairs and Secrets of Families, Courts and Kingdoms through all Exrope, from hand to hand,and from 
Superiqur to Superiour of them, are convey'*d to the Pope himſRIE. 

So that take the whole Matter togei her with this Advantage of Commnnication even under Confeſſion 
it ſelf on the one fide,and the forementiond Dangers from a National Fealonſic on the other,as I faid 
beſore whatever Diſcovery might have been requiſite to their own Parcy,the higheſt Policy of Rome 
had been to have cancealcd the very Suſpition of 1t from the Proteſtants; more eſpecially, if they had 
had any ſuch Thing as a X:»g-kiling Plot in hand,or the leaſt part of the Salamenca Conſpirar UPON 
the Anvil. For then they might have made uſe of Ruffiars,or Screwd Gunners,and as Dugdale wears, 
bave laid the King?s Murder upon the Presbyzerians, or any other of the fcatter'd Churches with ten 
times more caſe.; and have haitened ihe Mounting a popiſh Succeſſpur with more Facility into the 
REV IE: -..-...;1- | 5.

And now to draw to a Period, I have only this Warning to give to the great Seicklers againſt Po- 
pery and Arbitrary Power, to have a Care that they Themſelves do not bring tn what they ſoa Zea- 
loxfly endeavour to keep Dut. For if Popery and Arþitrary Power fhall ever get Footing in England 
by a Popiſh Succeſſour, it can only bethtn, when by Unlawful Excluſions, and Rebellions Aſſociations 
againſt him, they ſhall put him upon cutting his way to his Throne by his Swow, and conſequently 
give him the Occaſion, both by Forreign and Domeſtick, Aſſiſtance, of gaining that Right by Conquelf 
which is denyed him to aſſume in Peace ; and thereby enable him by the Power and Rzght of a Cof 
querour, to Aboliſh what Laws, and Eſtabliſh what Government he pleaſes, without either ſtrain- 
ing his Honour or Prerogative.
